Hear what the celebrated 
geographer, Malte Brun, has to say in refer- 
ence to the climate of these regions: — 

The marshy shores ofsome islands in the 
north-west of Oceanica (that is, the Sandwich 
Islands, and other groups of Polynesia), ex- 
posed to an intense beat, generate a pesti- 
ferous air, which may be corrected by a more 
extensive eultivation. Notwithstanding these 
local inconveniences, Oceanica prescnts to the 
industrious, the healthy, and the temperate, a 
greater diversity ofdelightfal climates than any 
other part of the world(especially in the south- 
western, or Malaysian portion). Such islands as 
are swall and clevated resemble so many para- 
dises. By selecting localities with the proper 
clevations, the Englishman may find his fresh 
lawns, the Italian his orange groves, and the 
West Indian planter his fields of sugar-cane. 
The small extent of these islands procures for 
them the temperature of the ecean. The heat 
never becomes insupportable, even for north- 
ern Eu . The air is continually re- 
newed by the light sca and land breezes, 
dividing the empire of day and night. ‘There, 
perpetual spring is rarely disturbed by hurri- 
canes or carthquakes.’’

‘This prince had brought his 
family with him to battle, which is customary 
with Eastern princes, because it is desirous 
they should share a common fate. There was 
a sister of this prince, a maiden of seventeen 
years of age, who felt a keen sense of shame 


and of disgrace brought upon her country by | 


the cowardly Goudvet of her brother. With- 
out making known her intentions, she seized a 
lance, leaped upon a horse, aud galloped forth 
into the plain. Galvan was surprised to see a 
woman approaching with lance in rest, and 
charging down upon bim. With the skill of 
an experienced horseman and warrior, he 
evaded the lance thrust of the heroine, again 
and again. Meanwhile an interpreter ap- 
proached; and be became acqyainted with ‘the 
nature of the singular attache, upon learning 
which bis gallantry and feelings of justice and 
generosity were so moved, that he at once 
withdrew his army, and made restitution for 
the damage his troops had committed in the 
island. The cowardly prince was dethroned 
by the people of Celebes; and the heroic prin- 
cess clevated to the soverciguty in his stead; 
and it is to this day a law among this people 
that none but a maiden between the ages of 17 
and 23 eligible to myunt the throne. 


There are many interesting circumstances 
that could be told, illustrating thecharacter of 
the women of these islands, as being superior 
to thatofthe men. I have olwerved this in 
the eemi-civilized races of Mexico, in South 
America, and in Southern Africa, among all 
those races that aré a shade darker than our- 
selves, that the female is superior to the male 
in good moral qualities, and even in intellect. 


‘The women are also exceedingly industrious 
and skillful in the manufacture of various 
things. They raise the silkworm, and weave 
a very strong silk cloth, the best, I believe, 
that is made inthe world. It has not such 
fine and beautiful colors as some of the Chi- 
nese and Japanese silks, but itis much heavier 
and more durable. It is indeed too heavy and 
highly priced by the natives to be profitable 
for exportation. The Malay women also make 
very good muslins; and they are-quite skillful 
in dyeing the cloth, althongh they adopt a 
rather slow and tedious process for the pur- 
pose. They draw their designs or patterns upon 
a piece of white cloth, representing birds, 
beasts, and sometimes a landscdpe, and then 
cover the portions of the cloth that are to be 
left white with melted wax, which they do 
rapidly; they then immerse the cloth in the 
dye and afterwards boil out the wax. They 
cover again other portions of the remaining 
white surface with designs in wax, andin this 
way can produce three or fout colors. These 
dyes are exceedingly durable. When the 
cloth is in rags it still preserves the same 
brilliant colors, ally the scarlet, which 
is equal to the celebrated purple of ancient
